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QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWElS  ON 

THE  LORD’S  SUPPER. 


Q. — Who  instituted  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper? 

A. — Jesus  Christ,  our  Savior. 

Q. — When  did  He  do  this? 

A. — On  the  evening  before  His  crucifixion. 

Q. — In  what  manner  did  He  proceed  to  teach  His  disciples  the 
way  in  which  this  ordinance  should  be  performed? 

A. — He  first  took  bread,  broke  it  and  blessed  it,  and  gave  it  to 
His  disciples  to  eat. 

Q. — For  what  object  did  He  tell  them  they  should  do  this? 

A. — That  they  might  remember  Him. 

Q. — What  was  this  bread  an  emblem  of? 

A. — The  body  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  should  be  broken. 

Q. — Besides  the  bread  what  else  did  the  Savior  administer  to 
His  disciples  upon  this  occasion? 

A. — He  took  wine  and  gave  it  them  to  drink. 

Q. — For  what  purpose  did  He  say  they  should  partake  of  it? 

A. — To  keep  in  memory  the  shedding  of  His  blood:  the  wine 
being  an  emblem  of  His  blood,  while  the  bread  was  an 
emblem  of  His  body. 

Q. — Can  you  tell  why  this  sacrament,  which  is  to  bring  to  our 
remembrance  the  death  and  sufferings  of  our  Savior,  is 
called  the  Lord’s  Supper? 

A. — Because  it  was  at  the  evening  meal,  when  He  ate  for  the 
last  time  with  His  disciples,  that  this  ordinance  was  began 
or  instituted. 


Q. — Besides  commemorating  the  breaking  of  phrist’s  body 
and  the  shedding  of  His  blood,  for  what  else  do  we  partake 
of  this  sacrament? 

A. — To  witness  or  show  unto  our  Heavenly  Father  that  we  are 
willing  to  bear  His  name  and  keep  His  commandments. 

sQ^— What  blessings  are  pramisGff^us  if  we  partake  of  this 
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A. — That  our  sins  will  be  forgiven,  and  that  the  Lord’s  Spirit 
will  always  be  with  us. 

Q. — What,  then,  is  required  of  us  in  order  to  prove  ourselves 
worthy  of  partaking  of  these  holy  emblems? 

A. — After  we  become  members  of  the  Church  of  Christ  we 
are  to  avoid,  as  much  as  possible,  doing  that  which  is  wrong. 
We  should  make  things  right  with  our  brothers  and  sisters, 
if  we  have  wronged  them  in  any  way,  and  hold  no  feelings 
of  hatred  towards  them. 

Q. — What  is  the  consequence  of  partaking  of  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord’s  supper  unworthily? 

A. — The  Apostle  Paul  says  those  who  do  so,  eat  and  drink 
damnation  to  their  souls. 

Q. — What  is  the  proper  manner  of  partaking  of  this  sacra- 


ment? 

A. — The  bread  and  the  cup  should  be  placed  to  the  mouth 
with  the  right*  hand,  and  that  should  be  uncovered. 

Q. — Are  there  any  other  formalities  that  should  be  observed 
in  connection  with  this  ordinance? 

A. — Yes:  while  it  is  being  attended  to,  all  present  should  remain 
as  quietly  as  possible.  If  some  one  is  speaking  while  the 
sacrament  is  being  passed  around  all  the  rest  should  listen 
and  show  the  deepest  reverence  for  the  solemn  ordinance. 

Q. — Why  do  the  Latter-day  Saints  use  water  in  place  of  wine 
when  administering  the  sacrament? 

A. — Because  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  pure  wine  of  the  grape, 
and  the  Lord  has  said  that  it  should.be  pure.  Again,  He 
has  said  that  it  matters,  not  what  they  eat  or  drink  if  they 

do  so  with  pure  intent. 
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
